PRESIDENT CLEVELAND’ MAY VETO IT 


As the White Metal Gets Recognition 
Prices Improve, Just as They Fall 
When Silver Gets a Black Eye. 


Washington, March 1.—(Special.)—By a 
yote of 168 to 129, or a majority of 39, the 
Bland silver seigniorage bill passed the 
house at 5 o’clock this afternoon. 

Thus the long fight in which the eastern 
democrats combined with the republicans 
to defeat the measure was ended by a 
victory for the silver men in the house. It 
was a close call, however, on reaching a 


vote this morning. 

To the very last moment the eastern 
democrats and republicans refused to vote 
and it was only by the aid of the speaker's 
vote that a quorum was secured on the 
adoption of the order from the committee 
on rules. This is about the fourth time 
that the speaker has-been called upon to 
vote to save silver. Each and every time 
he has voted in favor of the white metal. 
It was by his advice and due to the fact 
that he took the reins in his own hand 
to force the house to action that a vote 
was reached. 

Easterners Fought to the Last. 

With the exception of two hours*-@ebate, 
the fight in the house was one continuation 
of roll calls. The eastern democrats and 
republicans offered all sorts of amendments 

-¢talculated to prevent the passage of the 
bill, but each and every one of them was 
voted down and Mr. Bland’s bill, as amend- 
ed by himself, was finally passed. 

It provides for the coinage of the seignior- 
age and for the coinage of the silver pur- 
chased under the Sherman law. 

It further provides that the treasury notes 
outstanding, issued for the purchase of this 
coin, shall be redeemed in silver and silver 
certificates. 

The passage of this bill means much for 
silver. The majority of 39 in its favor 
shows how the sentiment in the house has 
changed since the Sherman. law was re- 
pealed. 

This fight over the house will now spend 
several weeks in passing appropriation bills 
Which are on the caleiar. -Then the bill 
to repeal the 10 per cent tax on state banks 

- will be considered. 7 

Perhaps a Veto. 

Congressmen tonight are discussing the 
fate of the bill when it reaches the presi- 
dent. It is accepted that the senate will 
pass the bill although the administration 
may make a hard fight over there.

The speaker replied that he had not, but 
that the practice of the house had been, 
after an adjournment, or even recess, to 
assume that a quorum was prgsent. The 
roll was called on the adoption of the or- 
der, resulting—yeas, 166: nays, 13. 

Before the vote was announced Messrs. 
Kilgore and Everett changed their votes, 
having voted aye, to nay. 

The vote reached just a quorum, Speaker 
Crisp having voted to make the required 
number. 

A wave of applause Swept over the demo- 
cratic and populist seats when the speaker 
Stated that the bill was before the house 
for consideration and amendment and or- 
dered it to be read. When this had been 
completed and the author of the bill of- 
fered a substitute forthe pending measure, 
directing the secretary of the treasury to 
coin. the seigniorage of the silver bullion in 
the treasury to the amount of $55,156,681 and 
issue certificates thereon as fast as coined, 
such coin or certificates to be used in the 
payment of the ordinary expenditures of 
the treasury, and the secretary is author- 
ized to issue certificates in excess of such 
coinage if he deems it necessary, but not 
to exceed the amount named. The second 
section provides for the coinage of the re- 
maining bullion in the treasury and the de- 
Struction of certificates issued against it. 
The act shall not be construed to make 
any change in the legal tender or redemp- 
tion quality of the notes of the act of 1880. 

Mr. Outhwaite moved to strike out the 
second section of the substitute. 

Mr. Johnson offered an amendment, giv- 
ing to the holders of silver dollars the same 
rights as to exchange and redemption as 
a possessed by the holders of subsidiary 
coin. 

The New Member Not in Order. 

Mr. Straus offered an amendment to Mr. 
Johnson's amendment authorizing the sec- 
retary of the treasury to issue and sell five- 
year 3 per cent bonds in denominations of 
20 and multiples thereof, principal and in- 
terest payable in coin, the receipts from 
the bonds to be held in the treasury for 
the ordinary purposes of the government. 

Mr. Reed made the point of order that 
the amendment was out of order. The 
Speaker sustained the point. 

Mr. Cannon offered a long amendment to 
the Johnson amendment, proposing to buy 
Silver bullion until the price reaches $1.29 
an ounce, and providing for coinage under 
the act of 1827, when silver reaches that 
price. 

Mr. Bland made a point of order aghinst 
the amendment, and after a brief argument 
by Messrs. Cannon and Stockdale that it 
was germane, providing for extended pur- 
chase and coinage of silver, the speaker 
ruled it out of order. 

Mr. Abbott offered as an amendment his 
bill introduced last month, directing the 
coinage every month of 2,000,000 ounces of 
silver bullion, the redemption of the notes 
issued under the Sherman act of 1890 in 
silver or gold, as the amount of coin of 
each kind may exceed that of the other; 
that notes equal in amount to the seignior- 
age of the treasury be issued, but none of 
less denomination than $5; that the treasury 
notes be issued upon deposits of goid or 
silver coin, and repealing all laws author- 
izing the issue of gold and silver certifi- 
cates. 

The introduction of these various amend- 
ments occupied half an hour of the two 
hours allotted for debate, and the speaker 
announced that but one and one-half hours 
remained. 

Mr. Bland explained the difference in his 
‘substitute*from the original bill. The first 
directs the coinage to be made as rapidly 
as “‘possibie,”’ instead of ‘“‘practicable;’’ the 
second was the proviso that no change 
should be made respecting the legal ten- 
der quality of the notes issue for the pur- 
chase of silver bullion or of the number of 
redemption. 

The members participating in the debate 
which followed were Messrs. Outhwaite, 
Johnson of North Dakota, Siinpson, C. W. 
Stone of Pennsylvania, Dunn of New Jer- 
sey, Abbott of Texas, Johnson of Indiana, 
Hartman of Montana, Swanson, Newlands, 
Wheeler of Alabama, Tracey, Cummings 
and Dingley. 

Time’s Up. 

By this time it was 2:50 o’clock p. m., and 
the two hours allotted for debate expired 
and unanimous consent was asked that de- 
bate might be extended till 3 o’clock, but 
Mr. Bailey demanded the regular order. 

Mr. Abbott’s amendment was. rejected 
without division, and that of Mr. Johnson, 
of North Dakota, by a vote of 71 ayes to 
156 nays. 

Mr. Outhwaite’s amendment to strike out 
section 2 of the substitute received, on di- 
vision, 64 ayes and 139 nays, and the yeas 
were ordered. 

On the aye and nay call thé republicans 
voted, the result being, yeas, 129; .nays, 
144, thus sustaining the vote on division. 
The announcement was greeted with a 
slight ripple of applause. 

The republicans refrained from voting on 
the question of adopting the substitute of- 
fered for the pending bill, but an exact quo- 
rum was announced by the speaker—ayes, 
165; nays, 14. 

Mr. Tracey asked for tellers, and Mr. 
Blend demanded the yeas and nays, which 
were ordered. 

The call resulted (republicans voting) yeas, 
171; nays, 96. 

The bill being read a third time, Mr. 
Tracey moved to recommit the bill to the 
committee on coinage, weights and measures 
without instruction. Lost, 72 to 160. 

The motion on division received 72 votes 
in the affirmative and 160 in the negative. 
The yeas and nays were called, resulting: 
Yeas, 132; nays, 167. 

At 4:40 o’clock, the speaker said: “The 
question is, shall the bill.pass?’’ In response 
thereto, a mighty volume of sound rolled 
out ‘‘aye.’’ 

Some one demanded a division, which was 
had, resulting: Ayes, 154; nays, 54. 

Mr. Tracey called for the yeas and nays, 
and the request was supported by a. suffi- 
cient number to secure them, 

It Passes. 

The roll was called, and at 5:15 o’clock the 
vote was announced: Yeas, 168; nays, 129. 

“So the bill is passed,’’ said the speaker, 
following which there was applause from its 
friends. 

The following republicans voted with the 
democrats and populists in favor of the 
passage of the bill: Messrs. Aiken, Bowers. 
Broderick, Curtis, of Kansas; Doolittle, 
Ellis, of Oregon; Funston, Hartman, Hep- 
burn, Hermann, Lucas, Marsh, Mnurrav, 
Pickler, Post, Settle, Sweet, White and Wil- 
son, of Washington—19. 

The following democrats voted with 
the bulk of the republicans against the bill:

Corbett is Acquitted im Short Order 
by the Jury. 


MITCHELL IS GREATLY PLEASED. 


This Lets Him Out ofa Similar 
Prosecution. 


FAVORABLE CHARGE BY THE (JUDGE, 


Ifthe Englishman Consented to Be Hit 
There Was No Case of Assault 
All the Sports Get Drunk. 


Jacksonville, Fla., March 1.—Once more 
the prize fighters have gone up against the 
“peace and dignity’’ of the state of 
Florida, as GOvernor Mitchell would phrase 
it, and once more the “peace and dignity”’ 
has been knocked out in short order. 

At 3:51 o’clock this afternoon the jury in 
the case against James J. Corbett, charged 
with violating the laws of Florida by en- 
gaging in a prize Eght, retired to make up 
a verdict. At 4:07, or sixteen minutes later, 
the jury returaed and the foreman handed 
the verdict to the state’s attorney, who 
read: 

“We, 
guilty.’’ 

A broad smile spread over Corbett’s face 
as he heard these reassuring words and 
the sports who crowded the courtroom 
would have cheered had they not been in- 
formed by Judge Phillips when the jury 
came in that he wouid send any person to 
jail fér ceuntempt who dared to express 
audible approval or disapproval of the 
verdict, : 

(‘harley Mitchell was present when the 
verdict was announced and he leaned over 
and grasped Corbett by the hand and 
whispered congratulations. Mitchell, of 
course, considered the verdict in the light 
of a practical acquittal for himself, as a 
case against him of a simijar nature is 
pending. There .were four women in the 
courtroom at the time, two of them mem- 
bers of the ‘‘After Dark’’ company, and 
they braved the wrath of Judge Phillips to 
the extent of airily waiving their hands to 
Corbett. 

The procéedings leading up to the verdict 
were very tame. Court convenec at 9:30 
o’clock a. m. and the state resumed the 
examination of its witnesses. The attorneys 
for the prosecution tried to elicit test:mony 
to show that the fight was brutal and to 
make the witnesses admit that from the 
very brutajity of the contest Corbett and 
Mitchell must have harbored malice against 
one another. The state, however, did not 
make much headway on this line and it 
then attempted to bring in the check for 
$20,000 which Corbett received in public 
after the fight. All of the witnesses had 
seen a piece of paper handed Corbett, but 
all. were innocent of any knowledge of its 
character.

the fight occurred afid supervised it, was 
questioned about the check. He was at 
the theater when it was presented. When 
asked if the paper was not a check he said 
that he did not know. Upon bejng pressed 
further in regard to its being a check he 
said that he did not know, but thought it 
might be a “‘property’’ check as is used 
on the stage, just the same as “property” 
vegetables which theatrical people make 
believe to eat. The answer caused consider- 
able merriment. 

The state closed here and the defense an- 
nounced that it would introduce no wit- 
nesses. Argument was then begun. The 
a.corneys were brief and ‘when they con- 
cluded Judge Philiips charged the jury. 
The gist of the charge was as follows: 

“It is immaterial whether it was a glove 
contest or. a sparring match, or boxing 
match, if it constitutes and amounts to a 
fight as already defined. It is a violation 
of the law of Florida against fighting by 
previous appointment, as the court has 
already read. In’ considering the guilt or 
innocence of the defendant, under the 
second count of the information—that is 
to say, the count charging assault and bat- 
tery—if it appears from the evidence that 
the blows wére given which the parties 
mutually agreed upon and entered into 
and consented to, the court instructs you 
that if such blows were given in a contest, 
which in the usual course of things and 
being carried on in such a manner as 
would not inflict or cause bodily harm or 
injury to the person. The wonsent of the 
person receiving the blows excuses the as- 
sault and battery and the de- 
fendant under “such circumstanées 
cannot be found guilty of assault 
and battery. But if the contest in which the 
parties were engaged in was of such a na- 
ture and being carried on in such a way 
as in the course of things was caused bod- 
ily harm or injury, and the blows were 
given with the intention to cause bodily 
harm or appreciable bodily pain, the con- 
sent of the party receiving the blows is no 
defense to the charge of assault and bat- 
tery, and the party can be convicted of as- 
Sault and battery under such circum- 
stances.” 

With this charge the jury retired and 
soon reached a verdict of “‘not guilty,” as 
noted above. 

‘A Regular Farce. 

The impression here is that the whole 
thing has been a farce. The witnesses for 
the state, to use a sporting phrase, ‘‘fell 
down,’’ and the defense had the easiest 
sort of a walk over. 

When Attorney General Lamar was asked 
for an opinion on the result of the case, he 
said: 

“It would not be good faith for me to 
criticise the verdict.” | 

“Will you push the other cases now?’ 
was asked. 

“I cannot say yet,’’ replied the attorney 
general. “I have wired the governor for 
instructions, and the state’s course in re- 
gard to thé other cases depends on the 
governor’s advices.”’ 

Corbett left for New Orleans tonight with 
the ‘‘After Dark’’ company. Mitchell is 
still here and will remain until the case 
against him is either tried or nol prossed. 

The sports fcel jubilant over the outcome 
and members of the Duval Athletic Club 
say they propose to pull off the Corbett- 
Jackson mill here. They say that the courts 
and peopie are with them, and that they 
ean have a prize fight every morning be- 
fore breakfast and another one to give 
them an appetite for supper if they so de- 


sire. 


Will Be Nolle Prossed.

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GREATER NEW YORK. 


Gotham Is Anxious to Take in All 
Its Suburbs, 


BUT If IS OPTIONAL WITH THEM 


However, It Is Presumed Taat All 
Will Consent. 


TOM REED’'S FRIENDS ARE BOOMERS 


A Btory Comes from Hawaii to the Me- 
tropolis to the Effect That Queen Lil 
Was Drunk Not Long Ago. 


New York, February 28.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—Now, that the bill consolidat- 
ing New York and Brooklyn has passed 
both houses of the legislature, and has 
received the gcvernor’s signature, public 
Opinion solidly endorses it. . 

Brooklyn has more than 1,000,000 inhabi- 
tants, and is altogether too large and im- 
portant a city to remain sidetracked as a 
mere suburb of New York. When the pro- 
visions of the enabling act are carried out 
and voted upon, the greater New York, as 
the newspapers call it, will have a popula- 
tion of 3,000,000, and an area of about 12 
square miles. 

Unquestionably this consolidation is in 
the interest of peace and order, economy 
and good government. Several other towns 
besides Brooklyn wil be in the annexed 
district, and -when the union becomes an 
accomplished fact the new city will rank 
with London, Paris and Berlin, leading all 
but London. The suburban towns will be 
freed from their village shackles, and will 
become a part of one of the greatest cities 
on the globe. The annexation takes in 
Brooklyn, Long ‘Island City, the towns of 
Kings county, Flushing, Newtown, Jamai- 
ca, Weschester county and portions of the 
towns of East Chester, Pelham, Hempstead 
and Richmond county ..The people of these 
communities will vote on the question in 
November next. 

Greater New York wii probably continue 
under democratic rule, and will be the 
model city of the world so far as good gov- 
ernment and economy are concerned, while 
its wealth and vast interests will make it 
the leading commercial and financial center. 
Consolidation is the order of the day in 
business and in municipal affairs, and it 
is; safe to say that other American cities 
witn populous suburbs will very soon fol- 
low the example ot New York. Such com- 
binations make government less expensive 
and furnish the united communities with 
all the conveniences of civilization at a 
smaller cost than would be the case under 
governments. 

Mr. Hewitt Explains. . 

Mr. Hewitt has attempted to explain his 
recent speech before the Southern Society. 
He says that it was misunderstood. When 
he spoke of the dangerous ignorance of 
our statesmen he did not confine his criti- 
cism to the south. He meant the states- 
men of all sections. But it is well known 
Hewitt was jumping on the 
statesmen who differ with him on the silver 
question, and most of them are from the 
west and south. He believes that all Ameri- 
can statesmen, except himself and his gold-: 
bug friends, are remarkably ignorant. But 
he will not discuss the matter. Following 
Mr. Podsnap’s example, he says: “I don’t 
want to know about it; I don’t choose to 
discuss it; I don’t admit it.’”” This is Mr. 
Hewitt’s way of dealing with the silver 
question and the statesmen who do not 
agree with him. 

Booming Tom Reed. 

Chairman Joseph H. Manley, of the Maine 
‘republican committee, is hard at work 
starting Tom Reed’s presidential boom. He 
has sent the following circular to leading 
republicans all over the state: 

‘My Dear Sir—The state committee de- 
sires to print and distribute 75,000 copies of 
the speech of Hon. Thomas B. Reed, re- 
cently delivered in the house of representa- 
tives on the tariff. Will you not be one 
of 200 to contribute $5 for this object? If 
so, will you please send your remittance 
at once to General George L. Beal, treas- 
urer of the republican state committee, Au- 
gusta, Me.’’ 

The New York republicans say that Reed 
lives too far éast to be an available can- 
didate. At present they favor McKinley, 
but the chances are that before the time 
comes for the nomination they will con- 
centrate upon a New Yorker. The Maine 
man will always be a prominent party 
leader, but geography plays an important 
part in national politics, and this factor 
will prevent him from getting the nomina- 
tion. 

Helping the Poor. 

Mr. Nathan Straus,. who has done so 
much good with his coal yards, where the 
poor obtain coal at cost, now proposes an- 
other important reform. He is at work pro- 
viding cheap and respectable funerals for 
the poor. The city undertakers make a 
decent funeral cost from $100 to $150, and

Mr. Straus 
is not offering anything free. He simply 
proposes to provide funerals at cost. At a 
time when so many toilers have been com- 
pelled to use their savings to support their 
families it goes without saying that cheap 
funerals will be a boon to thousands of un- 
fortunate people.

According to Lieutenant Lucien Young, of 
the Boston, ‘the Hawaiian queen was 
gloriously drunk when she promulgated the | 
new constitution. Lieutenant Young says 
that when the queen read her proclama- 
tion he thought that she was suffering 
from stage fright, but when he went into 
the reception room and met her he saw 
that she was under the influence of stimu- 
lants, and, was, in point of fact, drunk. 
When he learned that she was among hes 
supporters he recognized the gravity of the 
situation and at once returned to the Bos- 
ton and informed his commanding officer.

Congressman Breckinridge.

Mrs. Maybrick’s Case. 

A number of New Yorkers have petitioned 
the home secretary in England to permit 
Mrs. Maybrick, the alleged husband poi- 
soner, to be hypnotized. They claim that 
under hypnotic conditions she could be in- 
duced to tell the truth and settle all doubts 
as to her guilt or innocence. It is not like- 
ly that the home secretary will pay any 
attention to the petition. Such methods are 
not popular in England, and if Mrs. May- 
brick’s friends desire to obtain her release 
they will succeed better by remaining quiet. 
The British authorities never yield to out- 
side clamor. 

Female Suffrage. 

The female suffrage advocates expect the 
New York constitutional convention to 
eliminate the word ‘‘male’’ from the con- 
stitution: They boast that two states have 
already granted female suffrage and are 
confident that in time every state will grant 
it. Their national convention in Atlanta 
next year is expected to accomplish great 
things. Leaders of the movement say that 
when they capture the conservative south 
their success will be assured. They are a 
bright and brainy set—these suffrage wo- 
men—and when they visit Atlanta their 
programme will be both intellectual and en- 
tertaining.

COMING TO SILVER. 


Even Henry Clews Comes Over to the 
Bimetallic Side. 

New York, March 1.—Henry Clews im an 
open financial letter says: 

“The present attitude of Germany in con- 
nection with silver foreshadows a strong 
probability of a conference of nations be- 
ing convened at an early date for the pur- 
pose of arriving at an agreement. Since 
the Brussels conference important changes 
have occurred in connection with the silver 
problem. India has suspended free coinage, 
and the United States government has re- 
pealed the Sherman law, Silver, therefore, 
is now really without a responsible sponsor 
and is drifting about like a ship without a 
rudder, while it is recognized almost every- 
where as essential that it should be used 
aS a money metal and regulated as such 
through international action, which is now 
really the only solution. The greatest ne- 
cessity for such an agreement at the time 
of the Brussels conference, was felt in 
this country owing to our especial needs. 

“The situation has since changed, how- 
ever, so that all the European nations are 
at present much more concerned in such an 
outcome than we are. The initiative, 
therefore, will doubtless soon come from 
that quarter, and Germany, it would appear 
is likely. to take that action. The resigna- 
tion of Mr. Gladstone as premier of Great 
Britain, if the recent reports to that effect 
materialize, will remove England’s opposi- 
tion to international bimetallism. Such an 
agreement, if entered into,: will have a 
most important influence upon the world’s 
products, finances and securities by infusing 
new life therein, and cannot fail to cause 
a material enhancement of all values, be- 
sides make a strong metal link between all 
nations that cannot fail to be productive of 
strengthening friendships and commercial 
and business alliances of every description 
throughout the world for the mutual bene- 
fit of all.” Kom core 


NEW INDUSTRIES. 


At Least Three Cotton Millis Are to Be 
Moved South. 

New York, March 1.—(Specal.)}—Cornelius 
N. Bliss, of the firm of Bliss, Fabyan & 
Co. and others, explained today the reports 
so prevalent on the New York cotton ex- 
change yesterday to the effect that a num- 
ber of the large New England mills would 
probably move their plants to the south 
this year. Among those said to be con- 
templating this attion were Bliss, Fabyan 
& Co., the Dwight Manufacturing Compa- 
ny and the Massachusetts Company. 

All of the companies have agencies in 
New York city. Mr. Bliss said that 
his partner had been traveling in the south 
recently amd that he had been looking 
around, but as -for any decisive action 
being taken by tke firm just at this time, 
or rather pending the tariff dispute at 
Washington, he could safely say that 
nothing would be done. Besides, he added, 
Bliss, Fabyan & Co. are more of a commis- 
sion house than a manufacturing firm, and 
they were giving now more of their atten- 
tion to the commission business than to 
them. It was ascertained concerning the 
possible action on the part of the Dwight 
Manufacturing Company and the Massa- 
chusetts Company, that by recent amend- 
ments granted to them by the Massachu. 
setts legislature, they were empowered to 
move part of their machinery to the south- 
ern states. The New York agents of the 
companies have have discussed the advisa- 
bility of taking advantage of these amend-

Gladstone Makes # Rigorous Attack on 
the Lords and Bishops. 


THE OLD MAN IS IN GOOD VOICE 


He Says That the Time for Shuttle: 
cock Is Over. 


HIS BEST SPEECH IN SEVERAL YEARS 


It Is a Declaration of War on the Upper 
House—Balfour Replies That the Oppo- 
sition Does Not Fear the Premier. 


London, March 1.—As Mr. Gladstone enters 
ed the house of commons at 3:30 o’clock this 
cfternoon, he was greeted with a storm of 
cheers which lasted several minutes. He 
walked directly to his usual seat and held 
a whispered conversation with John Mor- 
ley, chief secretary for Ireland, and Sir 
William Harcourt, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, who sat on either side of him, 
most of his conversation being addressed 
to the latter. Lord Roseberry, who is looked 
upon as the coming premier, occupied a 
seat in the press gallery. 

The speaker put the question that the 
amendments of the house of lords to the 
local government bill_be considered, when 
Mr. Gladstone arose and addressed the 
house in what was in many respects the 
most remarkable speech he has delivered 
for many years. He showed no sign of 
waning power, except for an occasionally 
slight huskiness in his otherwise resonant 
voice. 

Mr. Gladstone began by saying that .the 
government had reached the conclusion 
that the time for passing bills back and 
forth from one house to anpther had ended, 
and had decided upon a definite course. 
Laughter and cheers interrupted the pre- 
mier, who, when he was able to resume, 
spoke as follows: 

“To continue the process would be a loss 
of dignity to both houses and the govern. 
ment has decided to stop the operation and 
take a decided course. The government 
had the choice of rejecting the house of 
lords’ amendments and abandoning hope 
of passing the bill, or. of accepting them 
under protest with the hope of soon re- 
versing them. The government adopted the’ 
second choice. (Cheers.) 

‘The action of the house of lords regard- 
ing the bills of this session has raised a 
question of the gravest character. Two of 
these bills—the home rule bill and the em- 
ployers’ liability bill—occupied the atten- 
tion of the house of commons 100 days. 
They involved vast labors. Members of the 
house of commons have worked through this 
session almost double the length of time of 
any session on record, and with an un- 
aualed amount of intensity. This labor was 
for the purpose of enacting beneficial. leg- 
islation. The house of lords, without 
giving it much consideration, wrecked that. 

The Issue Formed. 

After further review ing the action of the 
‘the-past on various vital questions, 

tone said: ‘‘We have now come t0@ 
more acute stage, 
judgment of the house of lords is not only 
to modify, but to annihilate the whole. work 
of the house of commons. (Continued cheer- 
ing.) The.government has not been anxious 
to precipitate or unduely accentuate @ 
crisis. It has been’ anxious rather to save 
something from the wreck. We are, there- 
fore, compelled to accompany our accep 


‘tance of the amendments of the house of 


lords to the present bill with the declara- 
tion that the difficulty between the two 
houses cannot continue. (Loud and pro- 
longed cheers.) Without using any hard 
words or without presuming to judge mo- 
tives, we feel it our duty to state the un- 
disputable fact that the issue is raised be- 
tween a deliberative assembly elected by the 
men, and a 
different kind of assembly, though it was 
occupied by some men of virtue and talent. 
That controversy once raised, must g0 
forward to its issue.’’ (Loud cheers.) 

Mr. Gladstone said that he was rejoiced 
that this issue had been postponed in 
many cases, partly owing to discretion, 
circumspection and reserve. In the use of 
enormous privileges in the house of lords 
had on various occasions shown, he was 
-afraid, that the epoch of that 
regerve, discretion and circumspec- 
tion had ended. Otherwise the 
members of the opposition must feel that 
in some way or other the solution had 
been found for the tremendous contrary and 
in the conflict of matters of high principle 
and profound importance. 

Must Decide the Crisis. 

Between the representatives of the peo- 
ple and those filling the non-elective cham- 
ber he admitted that the thhouse of com- 
mons could not take upon itself to pass 
judgment: on the matter or be final judge 
of its own cases. There was a higher 
authority than the house of commons. 
There was the authority of a_ nation, 
(cheers and counter cheers) which must, 
in the last resort, decide the crisis at once, 
The government, would regard the decision 
as absolutely final. ! 

The time had come, Mr. Gladstone contin- 
ued, to invite this decision of the people. 
The circumstances under which the decis- 
ion would be invited constituted a question 
of the gravest character. His own duty 
for the present terminated with calling at- 
tention to the fact that in considering tne 
amendments of the house of lords, the 
house of commons dealt with an insepara- 
able part of the yillzstion. The amending of 
the parish councils bills viewed in this 
light, had become a profoundly acute issue 
which would demand and receive settle- 
ment at an early date from the highest au- 
thority. If the government should ask the 
house to accept the mutilated bill, the ad- 
vice would be given unaer a grave sense of 
responsibility. The government was< prop- 
erly unwilling to do unnecessarily anything 
which would stimulate the sharpness of the 
present crisis. They hesitated, therefore, 
to consign to destruction the only portion 
remaining from the arduous work of the 
expiring session. (Loud lhperal and radical 
cheers.) 

Balfour Makes Reply. 

Arthur J. Balfour, leader of the unionists 
was cheered by the opposition as he rose 
to reply to Mr. Gladstone. He did not 
speak at great length. The speech just 
made by the prime minister, he said, 
amounted to a declaration of war iipon the 
house of lords. He did not fear the prime 
minister's covert threats. If the govern> 
ment would appeal to tue country, the con-

HE KILLED THE ROBBERS 


Who Slew His Wife and Child—A Desper- 
ate Struggle. 

Somerville, N. J., March 1.—A horrible 
tragedy occurred early this morning at the 
home of Moore Baker, near Franklin Park, 
in this county. 

Mr. Baker’s wife and one-year-old baby 
were murdered, and their murderers, Wil- 
lard Thompson and Henry Baker, both 
young negroes, were killed by the frenzied 
husband and father of the victims. Baker 
is a powerfully built young farmer, of about 
thirty years. He is quite well off. He 
married Louisa Evans three years ago, and 
@ baby girl was the result of the union. 
Henry Baker, the young negro, workel ior 
Baker’s father for years. Yesterday <¢f- 
ternoon when he quit work for the duy he 
‘asked Mr. Baker for a loan of $2. Mr. Ba-, 
ker asked him if he could change a $100 bill, 
and, upon the negro saying ‘‘No,’’ he pro- 
duced the bill and showed it to him. This 
money was what the negroes were after. 

Brained the Baby. 


At about 1 o’clock this morning Mrs. Ba- 
ker awakened her husband and told him 
she heard a noise in the house. Baker 
calmed his wife’s fears,’ but upon her earn- 
est request, and because Baby Gertrude, 
who was in a crib beside her father and 
mother, was crying, he got up and lighted 
a lamp. He then returned to bed and had 
almost fallen aSleep, when he heard a 
slight noise, and, quickly turning, he saw 
the two negroes standing at the foot of the 
bed. He recognized them as Henry Baker 
and Wilfard ;Thompson. Thompson was 
armed with an ax, which he had taken from 
the woodpile, and both negroes were in 
their stocking feet, their shoes being found 
on the back.steps this morning. The mov- 
ment Mrs. Baker saw the negroes she 
screamed. Thompson leaned over the foot- 
board and struck Mrs. Baker on the head 
with the ax, cutting a fearful gash and kill- 
ing her instantly. 

At the Foot of the Bed. 

He then went around to the crib and 
struck the baby twice with the ax, each 
time making a deep wound. The little one 
made a convulsive spring toward its mother 
and expired. : 

In the meantime Mr. Baker had jumped 
out of bed and grappled with the negro, 
Baker, and so terrified him: that he ran into 
@ rear bedroom. Moore Baker then turned 
to ‘Thompson, who still had the bicody ax, 
and a frightful struggle ensued for its 
possession. Baker wrested the ax from 
Thompson and struck him in the head. He 
followed up this blow with others, and 
seven times he sank the ax in the negro’s 
head before the latter fell to the floor dead. 
Baker then dropped the ax and ran for 
his double barrelled gun, which, loaded with 
No. 3 buckshot, stood in a corner of the 
room. Seizing the weapon, he walked to a 
door leading out into a small back hall, 
shouting: 

“Henry, 
there!’’ 

With a bound the negro sprang into the 
hall and started toward the back stairs 
only to receive the full charge of one bar- 
rel in the right side of his face, near one 
eye. He fell with a groan and lay where 
he fel) until he died at six o’clock this 
morning without once recovering conscience- 
ness. 

Moore Baker called in the neighbors and 
so00on all the people for miles around were 
On the spot. A coroner’s inquest justified Ba- 
ker. The people wished- to burn the negroes’ 
bodies, but this the coroner #would not per- 
mit. They ‘will be buried in ordinary pine 
boxes in the sane grave at the county’s 
expense, as their friends refuse to have 
anything to do with the bodies.

A Matrimonial Contract for Six Months 
to Be Tested in Court. 

An interesting, yet extremely ridiculous 
question has found its way into the Cali- 
fornia courts. The problem to be solved 
in all seriousness by the courts is this: “Is 
a marriage on the European plan valid?’ 
In other words, is a contract of marriage 
stipulated to expire at the end of six months 
or a year, a valid document? If the docu- 
ment be valid, is the limitation good? Does 
the limitation invalidate the contract? Can 
the -relations of contracting parties be 
legally laid aside at the end of the pre- 
scribed time? Would a child born after 
the limit has expired, and were the contract 
not renewed, be a legitimate child? 

It seems impossible that in this day such 
a question should be seriously raised, but 
as a“matter of fact there has developed 
among the California lawyers some differ- 
ences of opinion on the subject. 

Six months ago Edward M. Elkins and 
Lillie Mabney, of San Francisco, entered 
into a contract ‘“‘to be married for a period 
of six months.” A few days ago they again 
repaired to the notary’s office and caused a 
second contract to be drawn up for another 
six months. 

The young couple maintain that they have 
the advice of good lawyers that the contract 
is good. The situation is such a novel one 
that several reputable lawyers have per- 
suaded the young couple to permit the 
question to. be submitted to a court .for 
adjudication. Just how to get this before 
the court is the question. It can hardly be 
accomplished by divorce proceedings, neith- 
er could it be accomplished by criminal 
process. Lawyers, however, declare that they 
will find a way of bringing the matter to 
judicial notice, in order that the ridiculous 
question may be settled at once: 

Some of the best lawyers in the state 
have taken an _ interest in the matter. 
Many prominent citizens declare that it is 
against public policy for such a question 
to be dignified by a doubt for any length of 
time. On the other hand, there are a few 
lawyers who consent to maintain the strict 
legality of. the terms of the limited con- 
tract. 

What must undoubtedly be the law on the 
subject was expounded by Henry §S, Foster, 
one of the lawyers interested. Mr. Foster 
says: “In the first place the law in the 
state is never to dissolve a marriage agree- 
ment when to do such would be against the 
public policy. Surely no one will contend 
that it will be good policy for the state to 
permit limited marriages. Once married, 
always married is a good maxim. If the 
contracting parties have agsumed marital 
relations they are man and wife, though’ 
the contract read ‘for a day.’ The only

He did not know where Mr, Blount’s prej- 
udice came from unless it was from that 
old bitter feeling between cayglers and 
roundheads. Facts were to be found by 
Mr. Biount, but Mr. Blount did not seek 
them where they were to be found. He did 
not seek them from President Dole or 
mémbers of the provisional government, 
who were familiar with all the facts. Mr. 
Blount went for his facts to the men who 
had eaten the crumbs from the queen's 
table. He went to her parasites. He went 
to British sympathizers on the islands. 
Over sixty of those men had come before 
Mr. Blount. He had called on the members 
of the queen’s cabinet—on Colburn, Sam 
Parker and Corpwell. As Mr. Voorhees, 
as the chaiman of the foreign relations com- 
mittee, said. He said they were wretched 
men, and in them the truth did not 
lie. They deceived Commissioner Blount 
and led him to deceive the president of the 
United States. It was thus that the chair- 
man on foreign relations excused Mr. 
Blount and excused the president. Mr. 
Blount had not gone for facts to the of- 
ficers of the United States ship Boston, 
which was lying there. Her officers were 
_intelligent men—men who Would never tell 
an untruth, as Mr. Blount knew. ‘They had 
been participants in the entire affair. They 
had been on shore investigating from the 
time it commenced until the time it closed. 
They could have told him all about it. 
But yet he had never called on a Single 
officer of the ship Boston to find the facts, 
except Lieutenant Swinburne, and he, had 
simply asked Lieutenant Swinburne to in- 
form Ns, in writing, at what time Minister 
Stevens reorganized the provisional gov- 
ernment. Mr. Biount had never asked Min- 
ister Stevens one single question. He had 
taken the testimony of witnesses disparag- 
ing to Mr. Stevens, but had never communi- 
cated to him one word of what they said. 

Criticising Mr. Blount. 


Mr. Frye quoted largely, from the testi-. 


mony in condemnation of Mr. Blount’s 
course in his investigation and read por- 
tions of the statements of Mr. Stevens, Mr. 
Thurston and President Dole, whom, he 
said, this country had learned to respect. 
He had read, he said, the statements of at 
least two witnesses to show that the en- 
tire provisional government practically call- 
ed-on Mr. Blount and offered to give him 
any information which he might desire, 


and that Mr. Blount said in reply that he_ 
and that 


should be happy to receive it, 
he would notify them when he could, 

Mr. Gray reminded Mr. Frye that Mr. 
Blount had called on President Dole and his 
cabinet and signified to them that he 
would be glad to hear them, but that he 
felt a delicacy in requesting them to come 
before him, as members of the government 
itself. 

Mr. Frye said that he had read testimony 
giving direct contradiction to that state- 
ment of Mr, Blount. : 

Mr. Gray said that Mr. Blount has testi- 
fied under oath that the members cf the 
provisional government had had an oppor- 
tunity to make statements before him and 
that Mr. Smith, the attorney general of 
the provisional government, said the same 
thing. 

Mr. Frye passed away from that point 
and proceeded to disclose the quéstion 
whether there had been any conspiracy 
to provoke a revolution. The president of 
the United States, he said, asserted that 
there had been; and Mr. Blount asserted 
that there had been. 

Troops Were Necessary. 


Mr. Frye argued that there was no 
proof of it, and he denied that there had 
been any. Mr. Frye read numerous ex- 
tracts from the testimony to show that the 
landing of troops for the protection of life 
and property of Americans had been neces- 
sary. He also read testimony to negative 
the idea that any aid had been given to 
the provisional government by the United 
States troops; that any promise of aid had 
been made, or that there had been on the 
part of the present provisional government 
any expectation that it would receive any 
aid from the United States troops. 

Mr. Frye, im conclusion, apologized to 
the senate for having wearied it with such 
extensive extracts of his testimony and 
said: “If there is any weight to be given 
to character behind words; if there is any 
such thing as preponderance of testimony, 
then the foundation on which President 
Cleveland has builded his structure has 
disappeared and the edifice has fallen for- 
ever.”’ 

Mr. Gray thought that something ought 
to be said in relation to a very honorable, 
able gentleman (Mr. Blount,) who was not 


present and who had been attacked by the 


senator from Maine for the manner in 
which he had conducted a most important 
public duty. The specific charge was that 
Mr. Blount had studiously abstained from 
taking testimony or hearing statements 
of those who were members of the provis- 
ional government or who were its support- 
Mr. Gray said Mr. 
Blount’s statement before the committee 
under o&th to prove the contrary and to 
show that it was not true that he had ig- 
nored such testimony and had confined 
himself to the testimony of those who were 
opposed to the provisional gvernment. 

The matter went over without further 
discussion. 

Dolph on the Tariff. 

At 3:15 o’clock the unfinished business 
was taken up—being the senate bill to 
provide additional accommodations for the 
government printing office; and Mr. Dolph, 
republican, of Oregon, addressed the sen- 
ate, using the printing office bill as the text 
for a tariff speech. He thought that if the 
democratic caucus had agreed that the Wil- 
son bill should be abandoned and that the 
existing tariff law should not be disturbed, 
there would be revenues enough to support 
the government and to provide for all nec- 
essary public works.’ The bill, he said, is to 
be remodeled, not in the interest of the 
country’s industries, but that the votes 
of the senators from West Virginia, Mary- 


land and Louisiana shall be secured, and” 


that the senator from Ohio (Mr. Brice), 
and senators from New York may be pla- 
eated. Today the destinies of the indus- 
tries of the country are in the hands of 
three senators who were conspicuous in 
the southern confederacy. The majority of 
the finance committee is composed mainly 
ot senators who were conspicuous in the 
great euort to destroy the union; and an- 


other member of the majority was conspic- | 
yous, during the rebellion, for his supposed 


sympathy with the leaders of the rebel- 
lion. 

Mr. Dolph went on to criticise the action 
of the finance committee in refusing hear- 
‘ings to the representatives of the labor 


‘ and industry of the country, and said that 


the true reason for that refusal was that 
the majority of that committee was hope- 
lessly wedded to. free trade, blind to the 
object lesson, which the existing condition 
offered; deaf to the cries of unemployed la- 
bor and of idle capital, and determined to 
destroy the protective system. The Wil- 
son bill, he said, was a sectional bill. It 
attacked every industry! of the north, 
and was admirably designed for the degra- 
dation of American labor. “But,” said Mr. 
Dolph, excitedly, “‘the day of reckoning is 
approaching; the handwriting is on the 
wall; the people will repudiate you.’’(mean- 
ing the democrats). 

“And the next house of representatives 
will be as overwhelmingly republican as 
this one is democratic,” Mr. Allen suggested 
by way of correction. | 

“The president of the United States,” 
Mr. Dolph went on, heediess of Mr. Allen, 
“will be a republican.” ; 


Mr. Allen again interrupted. 
| “And the people of this country

gard to the interruption, “gntil, by their

Mr. Allen challenged Mr, Dolph to show 
that representatives of workingmen had 
applied for hearings and had been refused, 
and said that he had been informed by one 
of the great leaders ot a' labor organiza- 
tion, which numbered hundreds of thou- 
sands of workingmen, that they had no de- 
sire to be heardibefore the finance com- 
mittee. It was the manufacturers who de- 
sired to be heard and who put themselves 
forward as the guardians of the laboring 
man. : 

The controversy between the two sena~ 
tors continued for another half hour and 
was finally brought to a close by the sen- 
ate going into executive session, arter 
which, at 4:25 o’clock, it adjourned until 
Monday next.

The Debt Statement. 

The debt statement issued this afternoon 
shows a net decrease in the public debt, 
less cash in the treasury, during February, 
of $12,366,775. The interest bearing debt 
increased $40,831,910. The non-interest bear- 
ing debt increased $1,381,579. The cash in 
the treasury increased $54,580,265. 

The balances of the several classes of 
debt at) the close of business February 28th 
were: Interest bearing debt, $625,872,000; debt 
on which interest has ceased since maturity, 
$1,871,020; debt bearing no interest, $379,612,995; 
total, $1,007,355,015. The certificates and 
treasury notes offset by an equal amount of 
cash in the treasury outstanding at the end 
of the month were 3609,909,907, a decrease 
of $2,149,274. 3 

The total -cash in the treasury was $787,- 
075,834. The gold reserve was $100,000,000; net 
cash balance, $388,662,364.97. 

In the month there was an increase in 
gold coin and bars of $37,797,203, the total 
at the close being $177,462,797. Of silver there 
was an increase of $1,825,001. Of the sur- 
plus there was in national bank deposito- 
ries $16,320,828, against $16,688,354 at the end 
of the previous month. 


TARIFF IN THE SENATE. 


Any Democrat Can Offer Amendments 
in Open Session. 
Washington, March 1.—(Special.)—The two 
factions of the democratic party in the sen- 
ate have agreed to disagree and the fight 
over the tariff bill will be made in open 
session. Every democrat is at liberty to 
offer amendments, but all are bound to vote 
for the bill on its final passage. The finance 
committee now has the bill again, and the 
subcommittee expects to report to the. full 
committee on Monday. The full committee 
will probably report to the senate on Tues- 

day. 

The democrats in the senate, who are 
kicking against the bill all along the line, 
are Messrs. Gorman, Hill, Murphy, Brice, 
Caffery and White. Others are claimed, 


but they are really the orly vigorous kick- | 


ers. These men want more of a protective 
measure. The great mass of democratic 
senators, however,.show fight, and intend to 
put the bill through, simply as a tariff for 
revenue measure. There will be no, great 
changes over the Wilson bill in the house 
beyond some concessions on coal, sugar and 
iron. 


Mr. Bryan, of Nebraska, has introduced 
in the house a bill to amend the revised 
statutes so as tto permit in civil cases. the 
verdict of three-fourths of the jurors con- 
stituting the jury to stand as.the verdict 
of the jury, and such a verdict to have the 
same force and effect as a unanimous ver- 
dict. 

“T have favored this change,’ said Mr. 
Bryan, “for several years, and my attention 
was called to it anew by a suggestion made 
by Judge Brewer at the Chicago Union 
League Club barquet last Thursday. In 
civil cases there is no reason why litigants 
should be compelled to fight until one can 
secure a unanimous verdict. Disagreements 
are usually caused by one or two members 
of the jury and a three-fourths verdict 
would settle most cases, making a great 
saving of costs. If a majority of a court 
render a decision even in criminal cases, 
why can we not trust three-fourths of a 
jury in a civil case?’ 

Mr. Augustus St. Gaudens, of New York, 
the designer of the world’s fair medal, over 
which there has been such strenuous oppo- 
sition, has arranged to put clothes on the 
much-discussed figure of ‘‘America’’ on the 
reverse side of the medal. This settles the 
matter and the medal will be ready within 
a few weeks. It will be struck off at the 
Philadelphia mint,

Be Your Own Battery. 
From The New Orleans Picayune. 
It is said that nearly every human body 


‘has electricity enough in it to light up an 


incandescent lamp, and any one may easily 
determine whether it is the case with him. 
self. To perform the experiment take an 
ordinary incandescent lamp globe—one that 
has been in use is preferrable—hold it at 
the socket end with the fingers and thumb 
of one hand, so ‘as to make electrical con- 
nection with the conducting wires, and en- 
circle the widest part of the glass bulb 
with the other hand, rubbing it rapidly 
back and forth. If this be’ done in a dark 
room, the lamp will glow for some moments 


,after the rubbing has ceased. The experi- 


ment is very beautiful, but it is very ca- 
pricious, and does not always work equally 
well, even under the same conditions. If 
all works well, the glow is proportional 
to the speed with which the lamp is rub- 
bed, and to the length of the movements of 
the nand. It is not the filament of the 
lamp that glows, but the glass itseif, by the 
electricity collected on its surface.

Receiver Sparks Makes a Better Show- 
ing for January Than December. 


SECRETARY SMITH GOES TO “MACON 


ItIs Presumed There That He Has Some 
Move on Foot for the Bondholders 
ofthe Georgia Sontnpern. 


Macon, Ga., March 1.—(Special.)—Parties 
in Macon today received telegrams from 


Hon. Hoke Smith, secretary of the interior, 


stating that he would arrive here tomorrow. 
It is not known what the object of his 
visit ig, but it is presumed fo be in connec- 
tion with Georgia Southern and Florida 
railroad matters. Mr. Smith is leading 
counsel for petitioners who are seeking to 
have Receiver W. B. Sparks removed, or 
a co-receiver appointed. Messrs. Dessau & 
Hodges, of Macon, are associate counsel 
with Mr. Smith.’ The hearing for this last 
petition has not yet been set, but counsel 
recognize that the supreme moment is ap- 
proaching, an@ if petitioners are not suc- 
cessful this time there will scarcely be any 
need of renewing the petition, which has 
come up in one form and another three or 
four times. If counsel for petitioners or 
dissatisfied bondholders will call at the office 
of the clerk of Bibb superior court, they 
will find an interesting document that was 
filed today in pursuance of an order of the 
court which requires comparative monthly 
reports from Receiver Sparks, of the earn- 
ings and expenses of the Georgia Southern 
and Florida and Macon and Birmingham 
roads. The document in question is the re- 
ceiver’s report for January, 1894. . 

The report contains the following figures:

TAKEN FROM A WRECK. 


A Schooner’s Crew Rescued from the 
Stranded Vessel. 
Brunswick, Ga., March 1.—(Special.)— 


‘The American schooner Fannie A. 4tsorman 


arrived in port late last night, having on 
board Captain Queen and seven men, the 
crew of the schooner J. B. Atkinson. The 
Gorman passed the J. B. Atkinson on Feb- 
ruary 26th at 8 o’clock a. m. She was in 
latitude 32 degrees 30 minutes and longitude 
78 degrees and 40 minutes. The rescue of 
the ship-wrecked crew was effected under 
the direction of Captain French, of the 
Gorman. 

When the Gorman left the Atkinson on 
the morning of the 26th the latter was al- 
most a total wreck. All of her sails were 
lost. She was full of water and oreaking 
up rapidly. 

Captain Queen and the seven men had a 
terrible time before assistance arrived. The 
Atkinson sailed from Darien on February 
23d for Philadelphia. On the next day a 
heavy northeast gale struck her, which 
continued through the 25th. 

The vessel sprung,a leak and filled rapid- 
ly. The night of the 25th was one which 
the eight men on board the schooner will 
never forget. 

The morning of the 26th, however, 
brought calmer weather and the rescuing 
vessel. Each man of the crew before leav~ 
ing the wreck put on two suits of clothing.

AN INDIAN. LEGEND. 


The Story Is Pretty Enough but There 
Is No Proof.

There are many interesting Indian relics 
and curious Indian mounds in south Geor- 
gia. Many of the mounds, which formerly 
contained relics, have been robbed of their 
treasures during the last few years. ‘The 
Chief’s mound,”’ or “‘Mound of the Great 
Spirit,’ said to be situated near the west- 
ern boundary of the Okefinokee swamp, is 
the largest in this section. It is said to 
have been erected by a good old Seminole 
chief in ancient times. In the mound, ac- 
cording to tradition, there is a vault where 
the chief's daughter was buried. Concern- 
ing the chief's daughter, a legend says, that 
she was very beautiful-and was loved by 
the young chief of a neighboring tribe.

PREHISTORIC REMAINS. 


An Ohio Farmer Makes Some Interest- 
‘ ing Discoveries. 

Hilisboro, O., March : 1—(Special.)= 
Farmer Warren Cowen, of Hillsboro, VU., 
while fox huating recently, discovered s¢v- 
eral ancient graves. They were situated 
upon ‘a high point of land in Highland coun- 
ty, about a mile from the famous. Serpent 
mound, where Professor Putnam, of Har- 
vard, made interesting discoveries. As soon 
as the weather permitted, Cowen excavated 
several of these graves. He informed The 
Constitution’s correspondent that the graves. 
were made of large limestone slabs, two 
and a half to three fet in Ingth, and a foot 
wide. These were set on the edge about 
a foot apart. Similar slabs covered the 
grave. A single one, somewhat larger, 
was at the head and another at the feet. 
The top of the grave was two feet below 
the present surface. Upon opening one of 
the graves a skeleton upwards of six feet 
in length was brought to light.. There were 
stone hatchets, beads and ornaments of 
peculiar workmanship near the right arm. 
Several large flint spear and arrow’ heads 
among the ribs gave evidence that the 
mighty warrior had died in battle. 

In another grave was the skeleton of a 
man equally large. The right leg had 
been broken during life, and the bones had 
grown together. The protuberance at the 
point of union was as large as an eggs, and 
the limb was bent like a bow. By the feet 
lay a skull of some enemy or slave. Sev- 
eral pipes and pendants were near the 
Shoulders. 

In the other graves Cowen made equally 
interesting finds. It seems that this region 
was populated by a fairly intelligent people, 
and that the Serpent mound was an object 
of worship. Near the graves is a large 
fleld, in which broken implements, frag- 
ments of pottery and burnt stones give evi- 


-dence, of a prehistoric village site. Proba- 


bly the people who were buried on the hill 
lived in this village.

The Bland Bill Passes. 

Speaker Crisp cast the deciding vote 
yesterday to make a quorum, and at 
once the rule limiting debate was 
brought in and the Bland seigniorage 

bill was passed without amendment. 
This is not ohly a victory for the peo- 
ple and the party, but a victory for those 


representatives of public opinion, which, 
like The Constitution, have insisted that 


the democrats perform their duty to their 


constituents regardless of the views of 
the Tom Reed democrats in the house 


and the John Sherman democrats in the’ 


senate. 

The Bland seigniorage bill is in the 
line of silver legislation, and if it is not 
vetoed, will augment and strengthen 
the funds in the treasury and prevent 
another issue of bonds. 

The bill may be vetoed, but when it 
has passed both houses of congress the 
democratic party will have discharged 
itself of all responsibility concerning the 
measure. The party, in fact, will have 
given evidence, that it is not wholly in. 
the power of the goldbugs. 

The Constitution congratulates Speaker 
Crisp on the fact that his vote cut the 
knot of legislation. It is a vote’ that 
will be remembered. 


A Goldbug Takes to the Woods. 

We know of nothing more Mepressing, 
than the occasional efforts made by The 
New York Evening Post to engage in the 
serious discussion of important public 
questions. It is greatly to the credit of 
The Evening Post that it does some- 
times make the effort, for its readgrs 
have an opportunity to appreciate the 
martyr-like spirit with which its editor 
faces difficulties that, to hini, are insur- 
mountable. 4 

The Evening Post has’ resented the 
formation in Boston of an organiza- 
tion which has for its purpose the es- 
tablishment of a bimetallic propaganda. 

Mr. Horace White has made several 
flings at the committee, and has gone 
so far as to ask the gentlemen inter- 
ested two important questions. General 
Francis A. Walker undertakes to an- 
swer these questions, on behalf of the 
committee, and he brings to his aid 
a summary of facts and arguments that 


The Post was evidently unprepared for.* 


Nevertheless, the editor feels that it 
is incumbent on him to say something 
in rejoinder and he proceeds to do so in 
a way that is thoroughly characteristic. 
He avoids the issue. He runs away from 
the facts and logic that his own inquiries 
have brought forth. | 

He declares that if he “had supposed 
that so much space would be needed for 
the reply,” he “certainly would have re- 
frained from asking” the questions. He 
explains that he has “no idea of going 
into a general controversy on this sub- 
ject.” Therefore, “for this reason,” the 
editor “passes over a number of un- 
founded assumptions” in General Wal- 
ker’s reply; and he makes his escape by 
falling into a ditch that ought to be 
visible to any man who undertakes to 
discuss any branch of the silver ques- 
tion with fair knowledge of the subject. 

In order to cover his rapid retreat, the 
editor of The Post characterizes as 
“new” General Walker’s statement that 

‘ bimetallism does not necessarily involve. 
the concurrent circulation of the two 
metals. We presume that neither 
“goldbug” nor “silverite’ who really 
knows the history of bimetallism would 
undertake to characterize General Wal- 
ker’s statement as new. For it is the 
whole function . of bimetallism, while 
providing for the circulation of both 
metals. concurrently, to also provide a 
remedy against violent fluctuations in 
the market value of the two metals. 
Thus if either metal should grow too 
valuable to circulate as money, the mar- 
ket price being greater than the mint 
price, silver is there to take its place— 
not only there to take its place, but to 
remedy the fluctuation. For when gold 
goes out of cireulation, there is an in- 
creased demand for silver to take its 
place. This increased demand for silver 
not only strengthens the value of that 
metal, but lessens the demand for gold. 
and ip this way maintains the legal 
ratio. If the bimetallic system is new, 
then General Walker's statement is new. 

But The Evening Post, in escaping 
from the discussion it has invited, not 
only falls into a ditch, but scratches its 
eyes out in a brier patch. It calls Gen- 

“eral Walker’s attention to the fact that 

- the house of representatives would have 

unconditionally repealed the Sherman 


law by a majority of twenty, “even if 


no votes at all had been cast by any 


state north of Maryland or east of 


Ohio.”

Fraud and misrepresentation were em- 
Ployed without stint. The doubting 
Thomases were told that the uncondi- 
tional repeal of the purchasing clause 
of the Sherman act, was the first mec- 
essary step towards bimetallism. Those 
who hesitated were given to under- 
stand that they would enjoy the benefits 
of federal patronage. They were ca- 
joled, coaxed and bulldozed. Many of 
the leaders’ in whom the people had the 
utmost confidence declared that if they 
thought the unconditional repeal of the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman act 
meant the demonetization of silver in 
this céuntry they would oppose it to the 
bitter end, but they assured the country 
and theirtconstituents that after taking 
this first step to carry out the democratic 
platform, they would then .take the 
secénd and final step to make both gold 
and silver the standardg money of the 
country. ; 

But now The Evening Post, in escap- 
ing from General Walker, taunts the 
south and west for demonetizing silver 
and establishing the single gold stand- 
ard. Its taunt is well deserved, for it 
is a fact that congressmen from. the 
south and west are. mainly responsible 
for bringing on the people and business 
interests of the country the trouble that 
has fallen on them since unconditional 
repeal, 3 

Leaving The Evening Post in the 
woods where it has taken refuge, we 
put this question to the people: Do you 
think it wise or safe to return to congress 
any man who so far forgot his own ob- 
ligations as to vote for unconditional 
repeal? 


Pull for Atlanta!

They 
will not sacrifice the main object because 
they are dissatisfied with some unimpor- 
tant details. 

The committees representing those 
who hold different views in regard to 
the location of our exposition will hold 
a conference apd agree upon a satisfac- 
tory compromise. When they get to- 
gether and talk matters over they can- 
not fail to have the interests of Atlanta 
at heart,°:and they will speedily settle 
their differences and join hands in a 
hearty effort to pull together for the 
Gate City. 

Public spirit and a willingness to make 
reasonable concessions will give the 
exposition a start, with every man, 
woman and child in Atlanta backing it 
and pushing it forward. The truth is, 
we cannot abandon this great enter- 
prise. The announcement that it would 
be underthken has already helped us. 
It has strengthened our credit, restored 
confidence, stimulated our industries and 
commerce, and advanced our real estate. 
If we go forward with it without delay, 
Atlanta will be the central point of in- 
terest in the whole country, and in the 
course of a few months our streets will 
be filled with a rushing tide of traffic 
and industry. | 
The exposition will be worth millions 
of dollars to us. It will benefit every 
class. It will start new enterprises 
which will double our wealth and popu- 
lation within the next few years. But 
suppose we give it up? What will be 
said of us? The enemies of Atlanta will 
rejoice, and her friends will hang their 
heads. The city will lose prestige and 
lose her nerve, and be afraid to under- 
take another public enterprise. There 
will be factions and strife and bitterness 
instead of united effort and harmony. 
Abandon the exposition, and the city 
will not take another step forward for 
years. There is nothing else in sight 
to take its place. No enterprise can be 
suggested that would do for us the 
tenth part of what the exposition prom- 
ises. | 

Let us get together, and go to work.

Coming South. 

The announcement that the Dwight 
company will increase its capital and 
move its cotton mills from New England 
to some point in the south is not a sur- 
pNse to close observers of the situation.

These facts are just as well known in 
the north and in England as they are 
here, and we may expect to see the cap- 
italists and manufacturers of those coun- 
tries moving and_ establishing their 
plants here until they make the south 
the cotton manufacturing center of the 
world. 

There is no doubt about the speedy 
removal of the six large New England 
mills to the south. A statement from a 
representative of Bliss, Fabyan & Co. 
is published in another column of The 
Constitution this morning. In the near 
future some of the largest 
centers of the continent will be in the 
southern states. . 


Visionary Reformers. 

In a period of hard times visionary re- 
formers agd cranks always push their 
way to the front, and among them we 
frequently find men of established repu- 

° > 
tation who promulgate opinions which 
surprise and disappoint the public. 

Ex-President Harrison has always 
been regarded as an old-fashioned law- 
yer and a conservative business man, 
but in a recent address in Indiana he 
expressed these remarkable views: 

It is well accepted as the right principle 
that a city council, board of county com- 
missioners or a ‘state legislature should leg- 
islate to create work for the unemployed. 
You may read any day in the newspapers 
an appeal to the city council to legislate in 
order to aid éhe unemployed of the city, and 
in the same paper turn to another page and 
read lengthy articles advocating the reduc- 
tion of the tariff revenues of the country. 
It is a republican principle that all legisla- 
tion should have for its prime object the 
creation of work for and the promotion of 
the comfort and prosperity of the laboring 
man. 
the same duties as the city council or the 
board of county commissioners, and this 
duty must be fulfilled strictly and faithfully 
in order that American mills may Keep 
alive the fires in their furnaces. 

Now, this is rank socialism. In this 
country it is understood that the people 
support the government; we have never 
had % gevernment that supported the 
people. Mr. Harrison would have been 
on the right line if he had said that 
federal, state and municipal govern- 
ments should see to it that the public 
work which is absolutely necessary and 
which must be undertaken in the near 
future, be given without delay to the un- 
employed masses. But this is very 
different from creating work. When a 
government goes into that business the 
chances are that if will create unneces- 
sary public work, and thus add to the 
burdens of the people. | 

Another reformer in Brooklyn is as 
much in the air as Mr. Harrison. Here 
is his remedy for hard times: 

Let the employers of labor all throuch the 
country agree upon a day on which they 
Shall increase the wages of all their em- 
ployes to the highest possible point consist- 
ent with business solvency. By -doitfg so 
they will place in the hands of the vast 
army of toilers the means with which to 
purchase a sufficient quantity of the neces- 
saries, comforts,’and even some of the lux- 
uries of life. This will increase the demand 
for the products of every workshop, farm 
and mine in the land to such an extent that 
the present great horde of idie men will 
hardly be sufficient to meet the demand for 
labor. If employers will do this there will 
be no need of them reaching after the un- 
certain foreign markets, because the home 


market will be almost, if not actually, doub- 
led, and better prices will be easily @btained. 


Perhaps in the millennium’ all the 
employers in the country will get to- 
gether and agree to raise wages to the 
highest point consistent with business 
solvency, but they will hardly do it 
this year or next year. The Brooklyn 
man does not take notice of the fact 
that employers find it difficult to obtain 
money, and he does not indicate how 
they are to raise the capital that would 
be required to pay high wages to our 
army of toilers. — 

The New York Morning Advertiser 
discusses another impracticable reform. 
It is the abolition of all laws for the col- 
lection of debts. The claim is made that 
this would place the world’s business on 
a cash basis. Our contemporary says: 


Such a change in tke law would eliminate 
financial panics and disastrous business 
stagnation. There would still be periods 
of greater or less business activity, but if 
practically nobody was in debt there would 
be no mad rush for hoarding monéy, at- 
tended, as now, by the wholesale crippling 
of industrial pursuits. If no debts were 
created except among the unimpeachable 
on the one hand, and the gambling elemerit 
of humanity on the other, the opportunities 
and temptations to swindling, overreaching 
and oppression common in our commercial 
civilization would be well-nigh wiped out, 
Debt is the great rack and general torture 
machine of our times. Try to imagine, for 
a moment, the effect on our civilization of 
abolishing it entirely! x 

The absurd policy of attempting to 
relieve the financial strfngency by-strik- 
ing down one-half of the currency of the 
country is advocated by many states- 
men and financiers, and yet there is 
nothing more self-evidently ruinous to 
the interests of the people. The thread- 
bare quotation, “Whom the gods would 
destroy they first make mad,” will come 
into every sane man’s mind when he 
faces the facts of the situation. Have 
we reached a point where wisdom has 
departed from our councils, leaving folly 


to rule the hour? It would seem so.

or not there will be a continued deficiency 
in the g¢évernment revenues, and fear is 
expresed that congress may yet have to 
authorize a | ssue of short time bonds 
to meet a possible contingency. But that 
such would incur an additional burden of 


many- millions of dollars in interest in all 


probability augments the concern which is 
felt, inasmuch as, for that very reason, & 
strong and growing sentiment has develop- 
ed against any further bonded indebtedness. 
With a view to meeting the exigency of a 
shortage in our revenues gnd at the same 
time avoid the burden of interest that an- 
other bond issue would involve, I wish to 
submit a proposition which, while sug- 
gesting something of a departure from our 
present financial policy, has reasonableness, 
practicability and sound argument to com- 
mend it, namely: 

That the United States government issue 
what may be termed a “promissory coin 
certificate,”’ (treasury note) in any reason- 
able amount; say one hundred million dol- 
lars, to be legal tender, non-interest-bearing 
and redeemable (in either coin) at a future 
date, say ten years. 

The reasons in justification of such a 
course are, briefly, as follows: 

1. The large saving of interest, which, on 
$100,000,000 at the rate of 3 per cent, woul 
be $30,000,000 in ten years. \ 

2. The pledging of their redemption in 
either cain will be obviated, and in the 
course of ten, or at the farthest fifteen 
years, an international monetary basis will 
have been established, securing for silver 
a permanent parity with gold in the world’s 
money market. 

3. Redemption can be provided for by 
establishing a sinking fund, and the portion 
retained each year therefor, from the gov- 
ernment revenues, would be so small as to 
be inconsiderable. 

4. The legal tender qualification imposes 
their acceptance in all local markets. while 
the ‘‘popular’’ denominations in which they 
should be issued would promote circula- 
tion. 

5. It would increase permanently by the 
amount of the issue, the money in actual 
circulation, without affecting present val- 
ues of either coin. 

6. The stability and future resources of 
the United States government cannot be 
urged against this proposition; for, if we 
can redeem a large issue of bonds and in 
addition thereto pay milliéns of dollars in- 
terest, out of our future revenues, we can 
as well pledge our credit far a similar in- 
debtedness without assuming the interest. 
The “promissory coin certificate’ will make 
this practicable. 

7. And why should not a non-interest- 
bearing treasury note, redeemable ata fu- 
ture date, be accepted as a circulating me- 
dium with a&S much confidence as an in- 
terest-bearing bond? The latter confers the 
‘additional burden of an ormous bonus 
upon the people, while the governmental 
honer to redeem its pledges is the same in 
either case. The people are willing to come 
to the assistance of the government without 
a compensation of millions of dollars, and 
their constitutional rights demand that they 
should be accorded this high privilege of 
demonstrating to the world an unswerving 
faith in the promises of its government! 

8. Bonds find their way chiefly to the 
capitalist, in whatever denomination issued, 
and if no opportunity be accorded them by 
another issue to give their money into the 
safe and remunerative keeping of the 
United States government it would natural- 
ly find other investment, which would 
Widen the field of laber and swell «the 
money in‘actual circulation. 

9. The issuance of these certificates would 
render unnecessary the exercising of strin- 
gent economy in government expenditures 
for the coming vear. 

10. In the event of the government de- 
siring, for any good reason, to postpone 
redemption at the expiration of these cer- 
tificates it can authorize a'reissue of all 
or a portion of them. 

Before concluding, another thought sug- 
gests itself, which should have no little 
bearing in the consideration of this propo- 
sition. I do not wish to be understood as 
maintaining the theory that it ‘is incumbent 
upon the general government to provide 
work for the idle, but the fact remains 
that the laboring classes are today in a 
state of depression not experieneed in this 
country within the present generation. They 
are fast approaching the extreme of physi- 
cal endurance through the panic that has 
been precipitated by the contraction of 
money, and their deplorable condition cer- 
tainly entitles them to consideration. 

Let congress authorize the issue of $100,- 
000,000 in ‘‘prornissory coin | certificates’’ as 
herein proposed, one-half thereof to be de- 
voted to a contingent deficiency, the other 


half to be apportioned to the states and, 


territories on the basis of population and 
expended for such purposes as congress 
shall authorize, but in addition to the items 
already provided for in the sundry civil 
appropriations now pending. This $50,000,- 
000 thus put into immediate circulation 
would carry renewed activity into every 
branch of trade, inspire the factory with 
new life and vigor and bring work to the 
thereby 
restoring the era of prosperity heretofore 
enjoyed. 5 
This proposition involves no infringement 
upon so-called ‘“‘essential principles’’ not 
wholly justified by the benefits which would 
accrue to the people through its adoption. 
lf, therefore, the propriety and practicabil- 
ity of the issuance of a non-interest bear-~ 
ing treasury note upon the credit of the gov- 
ernment is sufficiently sustained in the 
foregoing, as I believe it is, the people 
should ‘liscountenance future expensive 
bound issues by proclaiming not only their 
confidence in the honor and ability of the 
government to meet its picdges, but also 
their willingness to accept these certificates 
as a circulating medium.

“Now,” continued he, “I very much depre- 
cate some of the remarks made at the 
meeting yesterday morning and | am sure 
that some of them were the result of disap- 
pointment purely and that the gentlemen 
who uttered them were sorry for it after 
their anger had cooled. I am satisfied that 
their interest and zeal in this great work 
will not be lessened, but that as soon as we 
are all agreed on a site—which I am sure 
we will be—they will work even harder than 
they have done. The gentlemen at the head 
ot the exposition movement are well equip- 
ped to carry it forward to splendid success. 
And I know that will be the result.’’ 

Mr. Brown then submitted a series of 
resolutions on the line of his remarks and 
endorsing the proposition for the appoint- 
ment of two committees for conference. 

Mr. J. 8S. Lester also submitted a resolu- 
tion, the tenor of it being that the question 
of a site be submitted to the people for 
their consideration and decisio1 by vote. 

Mr. T. B. Neal Counsels Harmony. 

Mr. T. B.* Neal was next recognized. 

“I do not fully agree with Mr. Brown’s 
resolutions,’ said he. ‘I’ do not care to ex- 
press endorsement of Mayor Goodwin's 
veto, for I consider that his message is a 
sufficient endorsement in itself. What we 
need now is unity of action. This exposi- 
tion movement is in great danger and we 
must do nothing rash. We must not con- 
demn those with whom we differ, and we 
must give them all full credit for their hon- 
esty of purpose and integrity in all things. 
Even if we do not endorse what they have 
done in all respects. Now, I think these 
gentlemen have made a mistake, but I 
know. they have done what they believed 
to be right. Now, I see here a gentleman 
who, while not a member of the exposition 
board, attended their meeting yesterday, 
and through whose efforts it was that the. 
first steps toward an amicable adjustment 
of all differences was taken. I mean Cap- 
tain Howell. I firmly believe that, if this 
plan he suggests is adopted and the mayor 
appoints a committee to confer with a sim- 
ilar one from the exposition board, these 
gentlemen to decide the question of site—if 
this is done, harmony will result and the 


| gsuccess of the exposition will be assured. 


As I said, I fully agree with the mayor, 
and I think the’ exposition committee is in 
the wrong, but I stand ready to sink all my 
individual opinions and_ interests in 
behalf of the exposition movement. That 
is, I believe, the way we should all feel, 
and I believe we all do feel that way. 

‘IT would like to hear from Captain How- 
ell,”’” continued Mr. Neal. “I believe he has 
the proper solution of the settlement of 
these differences, and I know what he will 
say will be of value to us.” 

There were cries of ‘‘Howell!’’ 
parts of the house. 

Captain Howell Responds. 

“Your chairman,’’ said Captain Howell, 
“has exactly stated my position. I am in- 
terested, deeply interested, in this exposi- 
tion. My interest is in no sense,a selfish 
one, but 1 am interested in it simply for 
Atlanta.. On this question of site, what we 
must do, and what we will, I am sure, do,-is 
decide upon such site _as will be in the in- 
terest of no part of the city, but of the city 
as a whole. We must keep in mind two 
things—the success of the exposition and 
the great good it will be to Atlanta. 

“Now, this is no time for bickering. The 
mayor was right to speak out as the head 
of the city government. His veto expressed 
his views, and it was not only his right, 
but his duty, believing as he does, to ex- 
press them. Other gentlemen may differ 
with him, but it is an honest difference of 
opinion, and they have a right to hold it. 
There is just one place to 
hold that exposition, and that’s 
the place that wisdom and justice de- 
cide is the best place. The people want 
the exposition and they want it held where- 
ever will be best—for the exposition.” 

Captain Howell referred to the splendid 
start that the exposition already had. He 
said that no exposition was ever so well 
and so thoroughly advertised as this has 
been, and he pointed out the deep disgrace 
it wouid be to the city to let it fail. 

“It is the duty of us all,” said he, “to 
do everything we car to save the city from 
such disgrace. We must join hands and 
make the exposition a glorious success. We 
can none of us decide this question of site 
conscientiously and in justice to Atlanta if 
we allow personal considerations to sway 
us. We must get together, we must Kee 
down strife, we must bend all our energies 
to make this the greatest success in At- 
lanta’s history.” 

Captain Howell told of his visit to the ex- 
position rooms the day before, and of his 
proposition for the appointment of com- 
mittees. The question of site must be de- 
cided in the interest of the exposition and 
of Atlanta; where it will do both the expo- 
sition and Atlanta most good. 

‘‘And we must not condemn those who dif- 
fer with us,’’ he continued. ‘In the heat 
of debate we are all of us liable to say 
things of which we will be sorry when the 
cooler moments come. My position is that 
this controversy ought to be taken out of 
public discussion. We have no right to 
engage in quarrels when a matter so vital to 
our city is at stake. I believe the way out 
of our troubles is as I have suggested. 
I believe the interests of the city and the 
people are safe inthe hands of the ten or 
twelve good and true citizens who may be 
named as members of these committees. 
I am certain that everybody will be satis- 
fied with whatever they may decide upon, 
for they know it will be in the intérest of 
no individual or individuals, but of the city 
as a whole and of the exposition. I should 
like to see these committees get together at 
once, because there must be no longer delay 
than is absolutely necessary.” 

Editor Blackburn Responds. 

In response to calls Mr. B. M. Blackburn 
made a short but ringing speech. He 
strongly urged conservatism. “It is the 
time of all times,’’ said he, “‘to stand shoul- 
der to shoulder. The exposition must be, 
and is, bigger than any individual interest 
or interests. It is our duty to decide first 
that we will hold an exposition. The ques- 
tion of site is secondary. When that is de- 
cided—however it may be decided—we must 
all pull together as hard as we know: how 
to make the movement the grandest kind 
of a success. If there is a word in those reso- 
lutions that is harsh,’’ said he, referring to 
those which had been introduced, ‘‘we must 
eliminate it. There must be no harshness 
in what we do, but we must act as we know 
will be best for the exposition.” 

Mr. Blackburn passed some pleasant criti- 
cisms on The Constitution, paying this pa- 
per the tribute, saying ‘“‘it has 
done more toward making this 
city the splendid city it is than have any 
other dozen’ agencies and interests.” He 
concluded by again urging harmony and 
conservative action. ‘ 

Captain Reneau Called For 

Captain Reneau responded to cails and 
gave briefly a history of the exposition 
movement. He heartily en-lorsed the sug- 
gestion of Captain Gorell to leave the 
matters in dispute to «1 committee of lead- 
ing citizens and he knew all the- people 
wouli be satisfied with that. “There stould

Mr. Oglesby States His Position. 


While the committee was out, Mr. J. G. 
Oglesby, in response to calls, addressed the 
meeting. 

He told of his early opposition to the ex- 
position movement, and how he had feared 
it would not be a big enough enterprise to 
do the city good; how he had gone to the 
first meeting as a’ doubting Thomas, but 
had come away convinced and enthusias- 
tic. Then he traced the ex- 
position movement and told of his 
uWnh Opposition to tue Mea Of Lhe purchase 
of Piedmont park by the city. While this 
was first broached, he said, he had opposed 
it so strongly that he had sent in his resig- 
gation as a meniber of the exposition board. 
But when the council placed upen it the re- 
striction requiring the stockholders of the 
Piedmont company to donate outright $75,- 
000 of their stock to the new company, then 
he saw that there was absolutely nothing in 
the transaction that was not in the inter- 
est solely of the new exposition and he en- 
dorsed it heartily. He paid tribute to 
Mayor Goodwin and the members of the 
exposition board, and gave his hearty en- 
dorsement to this plan which Captain: How- 
ell had proposed. This, he thought,’ would 
furnish the solution To all the troubles. 

The Committee Reports. 

On motion of Mr. Charles Shearer, the 
meeting adopted unanimously a motion en- 
dorsing the exposition and declaring that it 
shall be held. 

It was suggested that Mayor Goodwin be 
sent for and be requested to address the 
meeting. Some of his warmest endorsers 
thought ghis wpyld not be best and a dis- 
cussion on this point was cut short by the 
appearance of the committee on resolu- 
tions. : 

Mr. Brown as chairman read the report 
saying that the committee had unanimous- 
ly agreed upon it. The resolutions were 
as follows: 

‘Resolved, That we heartily commend the 
veto of Mayor Goodwin as to the proposed 
purchase of Piedmont park. The arguments 
given by him against the purchase are able, 
independent and patriotic. 

‘‘Resolved further, That while in our judg- 
ment the amount and plan of aid to the 
exposition embraced in the. action vetoed 
by the. mayor -were such as would have 
been burdensome to the city and unjust 
to the citizens and taxpayers, we believe 
that by further consideration and confer- 
ence a site can be selected and a plan per- 
fected whereby the interest of an exposi- 
tion can be promoted and all our peopte 
united in its favor, and which shall at the 
same time provide fer such use any im- 
provements made and buildings erected as 
shall secure great and lasting benefits to the 
city after the expnsition. is ended. 

‘Resolved further, That we commend the 
proposed conference as to the selection of 
the site and we pledge ourselves to hearti- 
ly co-operate in every Way toward making 
the exposition a complete success, and such 
an exhi®ition as will reflect credit not only 
upon Atlanta but upon the entire south.” 

These resolutions were unanimously adopt- 
ed. And after a committee of. three had 
been named to carry the action of the meet- 
ing to the mayor, the mass meeting was 
adjourned. 


ARRESTED A LAWYER. 


Attorney L. I Woolf Charged with Ob- 
structing Legal Process. 

Deputy Sheriff Will Green took a lawyer 
in charge yesterday on a warrant sworn out 
by Bailiff Conneff,of Justice Manning’s court, 
charging Lawyer .L. I. Wolf with obstruct- 
ing legal process. 

According to the point of view taken by 
the bailiff, the attorney overstepped all 
bounds and he intends to make him suffer. 
On the other hand, the attorney does not 
believe that the bailiff had any legal author- 
ity for the course he pursued in a certain 
disputed direction. 

It seems that Bailiff Conneff was to make 
a levy on some goods or tools in the pos- 
Sesion of a ‘blacksmith. Lawyer Woolf 
was the attorney for the blacksmith and 
told him to resist the levy and not allow 
the goods to be removed. He also told his 
client that Bailiff Conneff was not a regu- 
larly bonded bailiff and that he had no 
right to make the levy. The bailiff went 
ahead in what he conceived to be his duty 
and he met with opposition.

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Fourteen Physicians Will Tour tho 
City Today, 


THE VACCINATION ORDINANCE REVIVED 


And Now Its Vaccination or Go to Jail. 
Three New Cases of Vareloid—Dr. 
Alexander Talks. 


Fourteen physicians, their pockets bulging 
with vaccine virus, will start out early 
this morning to vaccinate the city’s un- 
vaccinated population. 

The physicians mean business. They wil! 
take no refpsal or excuse; it will be a case 
of get vaccinated or go to jail. 

At a meeting of the board of health, held 
at the office of Sanitary Inspector Veal, it 
was decided to enforce the ordinance requir- 
ing vaccination under compulsion. The en- 
forcement of the ordimance will be placed 
in the hands of the police, and it is very 
probable that more than one man will be 
locked up before night. 

The ordinance providing for compulsory 
vaccination has been in existence for a 
number of years and was brought out yes- 
terday and burnished up anew. It reads as 
follows: 

“Any resident of the city of Atlanta over 
fifteen years of age, who has not been suc- 
cessfully vaccinated, and who shall refuse 
or fail after twenty-four hours’ notice, to 
be so vaccinated, may be summoned to ap+ 
pear or be arrested and taken before the 
recorder’s court, and may on conviction, 
be fined in a sum not exceeding $500 or be 
imprisoned not exceeding thirty days for 
each day such person so refuses or fails.” 

The ordinance includes the parents and 
guardians of children. 

Two physicians have been appointed for 
each ward, and they have been charged 
with the duty of visiting every residence 
in their respective wards and vaccinating 
all persons who have not previously been 
vaccinated. Besides the service of these 
additional physicians, the city physicians 
have been instructed to remain at their 
offices and vaccinate free of cost all callers. 


The Real Situation. 

There were many rumors floating about 
the streets yesterday afternoon, all of 
which proved to be without foundation. 
Rumor had no less than twenty new cases 
in the city, and all of these rumors were 
traced down and found to be groundless. 
The real situation was but little changed. 

Ella Dover, a white woman, about thirty 
years old, living in a cottage on Sampson 
street, two doors from Houston, has been 
sick with something like chicken pox for 
Several days. Yesterday her case was pro- 
nounced smallpox in a mild ’*form. She is 
about past danger and her recovery is ex- 
pected. Since she has been sick she has 
been visited by numervus relatives and 
acquaintances. Many still believe that she 
has chicken pox. 

Mrs. J. W. Scott, of 82 Sampson street, 
has been ill with varioloid for several days. 
Her husband is a conductor on the Consoli- 
dated street railway, and has been thrown 
in contact with Mr.Vaughan, the young man 
who resides with the stricken family on 
Ella street. It is thought perhaps that in 
some way the poisonous virus was cofnmu- 
nicated to his clothing, and in this way the 
disease was introduced into Scott’s home. 
Mrs. Scott was visited by Drs. Gaston 
and Hurt, and her case was pronounced 
to be varioloid. 

These physicians reported this case to the 
board of health and the necessary steps 
were taken to prevent a spread of the dis- 
ease, a quarantine being established at the 
home. 

At No. 1 Fortune street lives Mr. W. R. 
Kilpatrick, one of the night men at the 
Consolidated street railway shed on Ex- 
change place. He fills a position nearly 
similar to that of Vaughan. Several days 
ago he was taken ill with a severe case of 
eruptive disease, which he and his family 
believed to be chicken pox. His wife was 
taken ill with the disease a few days after. 
Yesterday morning he called at the office of 
Dr. C. D. Hurt and stated that since the 
rumor of smallpox had been circulated 
throughaut the city he had grown fearful 
that it was the disease with which he was 
troubled. In speaking of the case Dr. Hurt 
said: 

“Kilpatrick has passed the worst stage 
of the disease. His face is covered with 
large red blotches, from which the dried 
up pustules have just recently fallen. I was 
convinced that it was smallpox. He said 
his wifes’ condition was just about like his, 
and that his six-weeks-old babe and four- 
year-old boy had the disease in its worst 
stage. I did not visit them but reported 
the case to Dr. Alexander, and stated to 


that he had smallpox.’”’ 

Dr. Alexander sent out a physician and 
had the case looked after, and Dr. Hurt’s 
report was found to be correct. 
was in a mild form. 

It was reported yesterday afternoon that 
there were three cases at 48 Pratt street. 
This rumor was looked into and found to be 
untrue. Cases were-also reported on Yonge, 
Strong and Simpson streets. All of these 
reports turned out to be nothing more than 
fabrications. No other cases have been 
reported from the house at 54 Ella street. 
Dr. Champion is still looking after the 
patients. 

What Dr. Alexander Says. 


Dr. Alexander says there is no danger 

of the disease spreading if the people will 
be vaccinated. 
. “Vaccination,” said he, “is a sure pre- 
ventive. I have known in my personal 
experience of a man who was exposed to 
smaipox and who was vaccinated the next 
day. The -vaccine worked faster than the 
smallpox incubation and he did not have 
the disease. 

“I think it should be urged in the papers 
that those who have been vaccinated should 
be revaccinated. The board has made the 
necessary arrangements to secure virus. 
There are people not susceptible to vaccin- 
ation; these are naturally exempt from 
smallpox. The disease cannot spread here 
if the people will only get vaccinated. We 
are going to prepare for the disease if it 
should come, and to this end will construct 
at once a hospital at the quarantine sta- 
tion suitable for the accommodation of 
about twenty patients.”’ 


The Physicians Appointed. 


There will be a meeting of the board of 
health this morning and every morning un- 
til the disease is effectually stamped out. 

The selection of the physicians to do 
the vaccinating was left to Dr. Alexander, 
who will name the physicians for the fifth 
and. sixth wards, Dr. McRae who will select 
for the first and second, and Dr. Avary who 
will name the physicians for the third and 
fourth. The city physician of the seventh

Encouraged by reports 
from Washington that no radical change 
would be made in the tariff law, the bulls 
took hold of the market with a vim and 
prices mounted up steadily. Whether their 
premises, as to the senate’s action and the 
effect of the same, be correct or not re- 
mains to be seen.

A’weod Violett & Co.’s Cottoa Letter. 


By Private Wire to J. C. Knox, Managem 

NEW YORK, March 1.—The market now 
has a basis upon which to do better for 
two reasons. First, because there is a 
spot demand at Liverpool which gives a 
basis for buying contracts which the mar- 
ket has not had since 7,750,000 estimates 
were first announced, and, secondly, be- 
cause the action reported by the Indian 
government today to tax silver 5 per cent 
and all imports except cotton and gold, ac- 
cording to the cable we received from our 
Liverpool correspondent, will offset Man- 
chester most favorably for the following 
reasons: A manufacturer in selling goods 
to India on ninety days’ time or longer 
knows very well what profit he is making 
on his goods on the day he enters into the 
transaction, but with a fluctuating basis 
of exchange, such as silver, he might lose 
more in his exchange on the day he draws 
against his shipment when the contract 
matures than he has made on the contract 


itself. But with a fixed basis of exchange, 
such as gold, he can sell his exchange 
ahead or he will know practically that 


there will be no loss to him when he sells 
his bill. Therefore manufacturers of Great 
Britain can more safely enter into future 
sales of goods than has been the case since 
silver became a speculative commodity. 
This is our construction of the meaning of 
this action of the Indian government, and 
as Liverpool improved in consequence of it, 
it would seem that our opinion as to its 
effect is the reasonable one. If our sup- 
position is correct, then it should stimulate 
Manchester business and bring about a 
continued and large spot business at Liver- 
pool and perhaps create ore buying in 
this country of what is left of the Ameri- 
can crop of 1898-94. But as we have a 
diminishing supply as compared with last 
year, and as stocks in this country are of 
no weight at any one point it would seem 
to be better for those who are short of 
actual cotton to buy contract for future de 
livery, as a protection, and in this way, 
while spots are taking care of themselves, 
an active inquiry would be created for fu- 
ture months. What the next crop may 
bring forth is one of uncertainty and surely 
an unknown quality. In the meantime we 
will have a statistical position of cotton 
growing stronger, and in thir“ to sixty 
days from now it may be that there will 
be such a scarcity of cotton in America as 
would hardly have been thought probable 
ninety days ago. We have today, since the 
opening of the market, continually advised 
our friends to buy, feeling that the basis 
of our opinion is a most substantial one, 
namely: spot demand. There is a large 
short interest in all markets and we con- 
sider this a situation that might create 
considerable improvement. Continued weak- 
ness for some time has invited a great deal 
of selling, and it may be that the only 
way to cover will be at bigger prices. Fort 
receipts today are 10,171, having been 
swelled by receipts at New York and West 
Point of 3,300 and probably giving .about 
65.000 for the week, against 60.000 last vear. 
We estimate 80,000 bales to come into sight 
this week, against 100,000 last year. The 
amounts in sight to the end of February is 
6,553,696, against 6,745,089 in 1890. Thus ap- 
proximating our estimate of several weeks 
since when we said that on March 1st we 
would be 200.000 bales below the movement 
of 1889-90. We have advices from twenty- 
five southern spot markets, alf of whom re- 
port firm, and with few exceptions 1-16 to 
1% higher. We anticipate a better Liver-

expressed are confirmed there is a bull

TALK OF A RATE WAR 


Atlanta Lines Will Be Slow to Enter the 
Slashing Business. 


CAPTAIN. BEAUPRIE TALKS ABOUT IT 


All Eyes in the Railroad World Are Turn- 
ed to the Louisville and Nashville. 
Other News ofthe Rail. 


Much is being said about a probable rate 
war among the railroads composing the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion, caused by the withdrawal of the 
Louisville and Nashville, and the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis. 

It is stated that this war has already 
begun to be felt in Memphis and Muntgom- 
ery and other southern points, but inquiry 
at the local offices yesterday throughout 
this city, failed to verify the report with 
reference to Atlanta shipments. 

There may be a war of rates but that 
war has not been precipitated here. just 
yet. é 

The general opinion abroad is to the ef- 
‘fect that the withdrawal of the Louisville 
and Nashville system means that these 
lines will begin to do everything in their 
power to get business, not stopping at won: 
drous cuts in rates. and that this would 
throw the greatest rate war upon the 
southern world of railways ever before 
known, owing to the extreme hard times 
that railroads are having just at present.: 

It is thought that the hard times would 
tend to make the efforts of the roadg that 
have withdrawn ftom the association all 
the more desperate. ; 

Reports from Memphis are to the effect 
that the scale of rates from that point east- 
ward has already been considerably shav- 
ed, and ftSat the Memphfs merchants are 
jubilant over the recent disturbance in the 
family of the Southern Railway and Steam- 
shin Association. 

However this may be, there are at -pres- 
ent no indications that a war of rates will 
be precipitated here. Everybody is looking 
for it to come, but it hasn’t come yet. 

Superintendent Beauprie, of the Hast 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia system, 
waich is tne greatest rival of the Louisville 
and Nashville, perhaps, entering Atlanta, 
said yesterday that while it is commonly 
believed that there will be a great slashing 
of rates among southern lines after this, 
that he doesn’t put much faith in such 
belief and such reports. 

“Our-tine,’”’ said he, “touches the Louis- 
ville and Nashville at several points, and if 
there was going to be much of a disturb- 
ance in rates we would naturally feel it 
and observe it about as quickly as any of 
the other railroads in the south. 

“As for myself, I am of the opinion that 
the Louisville and Nashviile will think bet- 
ter of its purpose to make a war on rates if 
that really be its purpose.. You see, this 
is the worst time that ever came for a 
railroad to be cutting rates. The business 
is not in the country. There is not enough 
doing to warrant a cut in rates. 

“There have*been times when a rate*»war 
was justifiable, but the road that engages 
in a war of this kind now is biting off its 
nose to spite its face, to speak in the 
language of the old adage. This is one time 
of all others when the railroads ought to 
be united in some organization where, with 
wholesome rules and regulations, the busi- 
ness could be handled without the demoral- 
izing practices of cuts. 

“By cutting rates the roads could handle 
no more business than they would have 
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and now it is 37. The Boston rate was 55% 
per 100 and that is now 4, 
To Meet at Lookout. 

The ‘passenger agents of the south have 
been invited to meet at Lookout mountain 
on the 13th instant by General Passenger 
Agent B. W. Wrenn, of the Bast Tennessee, 
to consider some plan to aid in making 
successful the movement in Atlanta to se- 
cure the next encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. ' 

The purpose of the meeting is a com- 
mendable one and should win the favor of 
every passenger agenfin this region of the 
south. With the united action of all the 
railroads the city of Atlanta will be en- 
abled to get the encampment of the Grand 
Army. One of the charges that has been 
made against Atlanta, or rather, one of 
the suggestions and inquiries that has 
been made is to the effect that Atlanta 
hasn’t sufficient railroad facilities to ac- 
commodate the mass of delegates that 
would be attending 


This rests with .the roads themselves to : 


offset. 

The meeting that has been suggested by 
Colonel B. W. Wrenn is exactly on the 
right line, and it is extremely gratifying 
to observe with what favor the idea is re- 
ceived among the railway passenger agents. 

Inviting the Passenger Agents. 

The Louisville and Nashville railroad is 
now sending out invitations to the various 
general passenger agents to accept the 
courtesies of the Louisville and Nashville 
and attend the annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Association of General Passenger 
Agents, to be held: at Lake Worth, Fla., 
on March 20th. When the meeting wus 
first proposed a doubt existed concerning 
the completion of the Jacksdnville, St. 
Augustine and Indian River railroad in time 
for the meeting. This doubt is. now re- 
moved, as it is -a settled fact that the 
road will be in working order by March 
15th. The line will furthermore be ex- 
tended to Biscayne and Miami, Fla. 

A New Passenger Agent. 

Mr. John Q. ‘Morrison, southeastern pas- 
senger agent of the Fort Worth and Den- 
ver City railway, has come to Atlanta to 
etablish headquarters. He is a_~ genial, 
clever fellow, something like W. A. Tuck, 
of the Richmond anu Danville. 

Mr. Morrison has had a strange and in- 
teresting career. He started out farming, 
then became mayor-of Wichita Falls, Tex., 
and later entered the railroad business. He 
is one of the most wideawake railroad men 
in the south and will do his share of the 
emigration business when it comes to hand- 
ling those who go from Georgia to Texas 
and the land beyond the Mississippi. 

R. and D. Officials Here. 

Receiver Reuben Foster and Traffic Man- 
ager Haas, of the Richmond and Danville 
railroad, were in the city last night on 
their way home from the meeting of the 
executive committee of the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association held in 
Louisville. 

They were in the private:car of Mr. Fos- 
ter and spent the night in Atlanta. They 
have but little to say with recard to the 
troubles tnat have recently arisen in the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion, but express the opinion that there will 
be no considerable cittting of rates.

The men accepted the 
cut, it being made with the agreement 
that the former saiaries would be restored 
on the ist of February. When the Ist of 
February came the wages were fixed at 
the old figure, according to the agreement, 
and during the month just past the em- 
ployes of the East Tennessee received the 
same money they used to receive before 
the hard times came to southern lines last 
Bummer, causing the cuts. 

But the earnings of the East Tennessee 
have continued to decrease, and for the 
first two weeks in February they fell off

The first point of interest was tne seine 
hauling at Weymouth Point on the matn- 
land. The fisheries at this place are among 
the most eytensive on the Atlantic coast. 
Shad, herring and striped bass or roach fish 
have already begun their spring migration 
from the deep waters of the Atlantic to the 
spawning grounds. They enter the North 
Carolina sound off Wilmington and 
through the-inlet at Hatteras and at Ore- 
gon and’ New Inlet and find their spawn- 
ing beds in the numerous streams running 
into the sounds from the mainland. The 
president, Secretary Gresham and Captain 
Evans landed from the Violet in the gig 
and inspected the workings of the Davis 
Weymouth fiishery on Crooton gound. The 
tide was favorable and the party was in 
time to see one haul of the seine. This net 
is about two miles long. It is beyond the 
capacity of human labor to handle, so steam 
power is called upon. The party saw the 
seine carefully stored on the stern of two 
steam ‘“‘flats,””’ as they are known. The 
boats swept across the saund and returned.

the seine as they ran. Reaching shore, the 
lines were attached to a steam windlass 
and in the course of an hour the great 
seine was landed, bringing in its meshes 
barrels of fish of all kinds.

The Rejection of Contractor Culyer’s Bid 
Has Made Him and - His Friends 


QUITE WARM AND THEY ARE DISPLEASED 


Mr. Culver Writes a Card in Which He 
Gives His Side ofthe Case—The Bids 
May All Be Off.

Those two new engine houses may cause 
some fun yet. 

When the board of fire’ masters opened 
the bids for the work it was found that the 
lowest bid for both houses had been made 
by Mr. Culver, of the seventh ward, and 
the architects were requested to award the 
contract to Mr. Culver after he had made 
the necessary bond. 

Mr. Culver went to work at once to per- 
fect his bond, and in doing so secured the 
signatures of Mr. Jack Kelly, Mr. L. Cohen 
and the Jentzen brothers. These gentle- 
men signed the bond readily and with their 
signatures Mr. Culver carried to the archi- 
tects a paper showing what each one of 
them was worth. The bond, however, did 
not suit the architects and was declined. 
Then the board of fire masters were called 
together and asked to consider the matter 
again. The bid of Mr. Culver and the 
names of his bondsmen were discussed and 
the ‘bids of the other contractors were 
taken up. The board, after a lengthy con- 
sideration, came to the conclusion that the 
architects were right in rejecting the bond 
of Mr. Culver and at once decided to let 
the contract to the next lowest bidder 
rather than advertise again for bids -for 


. the work. The bids of the other contractors 
were considered and the bid of Mr. Wagner | 
;was found to be the best and most avail- 
“able and’ the contract for the two new en- 


gine houses were awarded to him, he stat- 
ing that he would not ask for one cent of 
money until the buildings were both com- 
pleted and the keys were turned over to 
the city and the buildings inspected and ac- 
cepted. This contract was one of the best 
the city has ever made and the members of 
the board of fire masters have been con- 
gratulating themselves since. 

But Mr. Culver is not pleased with the 
action of the board and in a card to the 
people has something to say. That card 
reads: 

“Editor Constitution—In today’s Consti- 
tution it is stated that at an extra session 
of the board of firemasters my bid for build- 
ing the two engine houses was declared off 
because the members were advised that the 
bond submitted was not satisfactory to the 
architects. How this can be the true reason 
for increasing .the expenditures in erecting 
these buildings from $800 to $1,000 I am un- 
able to understand, and possibly the tax- 
payers would like & better explanation when 
the fact is stated that my bond for $6,000, 
submitted, was signed by such gentlemen 
as Messrs. John Kelly; who returns $14,000 
in real estate; W. A.. Jentzen and John H. 
Jentzen, whose returns for real estate is 
$12,000, or more, and L. Cohen, who obligated 
himself for $1,000 and is worth quite as 
much probably as either of the co-signers. 

“The architects are Messrs. Bruce & 
Morgan. When I submitted my bond, with 
the certificate of the tax collector of the 
county, Mr. Morgan, who appeared to have 
the matter in hand, while admitting my 
competency to properly discharge the con- 
tract In the presence of Mr. John Bishop, 
stated ‘that he would prefer me to get a 
bond from a better element; that all my 
securities were all in the whisky business.’ 
This probably is the reason, at least I be- 
is why the architects ‘were nof 
satisfied,’:or they may have desired to use 
their “influence in behalfi of some favorite. 
I leave the public to draw their own con- 
clusions. Respectfully, M. T. CULVER.”
